C 1AN the same efficiency and economy 
1 which prevail in the private adminis¬ 
tration of business also prevail in the pub- , 
lie business ? 

Some people contend that this cannot be.

Neither of these arguments is convinc¬ 
ing. Although public officials are elected 
on a basis of political consideration, the 
prime function of executives and legisla- 1 
tures is to determine the policy of govern- j 
ment and to see that the policy is placed 
into operation. There is nothing to prevent 
elected officials from availing themselves of > 
the services of professionally trained and 
experienced governmental experts whose 
business it is to run government efficiently 
and economically. Dr. W. F. Willoughby, r 
direc^J?' of the Institute for Governmental 
Research, says: j 

“While those exercising chief authority 
in respect to administrative matters are ^ 
selected with reference primarily to political! ^ 
consideraions, this does not in itself present 
any inherent obstacle in securing an effi- ^ 
ciency in the conduct of governmental af- 
fa.rs comparable to that found in the ordi- ! 
it ry private corporation whose activities i 
are on a scale and of a complexity compar- j 
able to those of a government.” ^ 

Although it is true that government does a 
not operate for profit, still government does 
operate for service. Profits are not em- j 
phasized in governmental business as they 
are in private business,

What greater stimulation to economy and 
efficiency can a public official have than the 
desire to have a successful administration 
and the approval of the public, especially 
the taxpayer?
